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Alberta Crop Report 



NO. 7. 

Issued by the Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton, Monday 

July 3rd, 1933 

Conditions of the crop in 
Alberta at tlti R date may be 
said, generally speaking, to be 
quite satisfactory. While in 
Southern Alberta a hot, dry 
spell ! ot about .three weeks 
caused considerable alarm, and 
retarded the growth of grain 
in some districts to a consider¬ 
able extent, also burning the 
pasture, s and ranges, this per¬ 
iod of draught was broken 
last week by rains which be¬ 
came general over most of the 
south country towards the end 
of the week, greatly imprciving 
conditions, and bringing fresh 
hope for a fairly normal crop 
of wheat. The only exception is 
the territory lying between the 
Coronation line of the C. P. R. 
on the north, and the Red Deer 
River on the south, where 
there arc districts in which the 
drought burned the growing 
grain to such an extent that 
full recovery i s not possible 
and the result will he a light 
yield. These districts have also 
received some rainfall within 
the past few days , however, 
that will prevent a complete 
failure. 

The extreme south-eastern 
districts have received considei 
aide moisture recently, partic¬ 
ularly in the Foremost district, 
where heavy rainfalls have be¬ 
en recorded. In the south-west 
ern areas crops on stubble land 
and spring ploughing suffered 
somewhat and there cannot be' 
full recovery of these crops, 
but the grain on summcrfullow 
has stood up well, and is pro¬ 
gressing favorably. 

In the central and northern 
districts the prospects arc repor 
ted to ho fine, with a good sup 
ply of moisture from rains of 
the past week, and with the 
grain progressing favorably. In 
the Peace Rjver district, the 
crop is somewhaat late, hut ap¬ 
pears to be coming on well 
with an abundu‘nee"r>r moisture. 
Wheat is heading out in nearly 
all districts, save in the north 
where it is somewhat late. In 
some of the southern districts 
the grain is heading out quite 
short. The first alfalfa cutting 
is proceedng in the south with 
prospect of a fair yield. The 
general hay crop w ill he some¬ 
what lighter this year. 

Th- Grasshopper Situation 

The most serious situation 
created by tire perod of drought 
in the south was the rapid hat¬ 
ching out of grasshoppers in 
great numbers, creating a con¬ 
dition in this respect the most 
severe in the province's hist¬ 
ory, and affectng the territory 
contained (n the first Five 
census divisions, an area with 
some three million acres in 
wheat and last } ear produeng 
about 50 million ushdls of that 
grain. With plenty of poison 
bait available, however, and a 
complete organization work'do, 
and with 00 poison distributing 
stations operating, the situation 
is well in hand under the direct 
ion of the provincial field crops 
brm li. species o; ’.upper 

are active this year, being of 
the types that hatch out thr¬ 
ough the fields and are much 
more difficult to combat than 
the roadside species active in 
1922, which year held ti.e prov 
incial record for hopper cam¬ 
paigns until the present season. 

Acieage in Crop 

It is estimated by the prov¬ 
incial department of agricult¬ 
ure that there has ben a reduct 
ion of from six to eight per¬ 
cent. in the area seeded to 
wheat in the prci/ince, from 
that sown in 1932, when the 
wheat area \ as 8201,000 acies 
The area sown to oat s has been 
slightly incresed while that 
sown to other crops shows a 
slight d rase. The lateness 
in . . and low 

prices were 1< gely responsible 
for the decre ,e in the wheat 
acreage, with flic consequent 
increase in oats.

SUGAR BEET CULTURE IN 
CANADA 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

From the data collected by 
the Division of Chemistry, Cent 
ral Experimental Farm, Otta¬ 
wa, during the past twenty-five 
years, from twenty-four distric 
Is situated in all of the nine 
provinces a good ide a of where 
in Canada, sugar beets can he 
successfully grown has been oh 
tabled. Climatic conditions 
would appear to be the most 
important factor and districts 
where seasonal conditions arc 
most favourable, those having a 
warm spring with sufficient 
precipitaation to ensure good 
seed germination, a growing sea 
son with plenty of rain and a 
warm, fairly dry mild open aut 
limn with considerable sunshine 
when the beets are maturing 
and sugar formation is taking 
place, have shown that beets of 
excellent quality can be grown. 
The most consistent results 
have been obtained from the 
maritime provinces where sea¬ 
sonal changes seem less variable 
than in other districts. 

The average sugaar content 
for the juice for the last five 
years has ben 17.4 per cent 
with a minimum of 13.3 to a 
maximum of 20.3 per cent. In 
those districs, where conditions 
are consistently favourable and 
a sugar content of 17 to 20 per 
cent can be maintained with a 
purity of 80 or more and yields 
of 10 tons per acre obtained, 
sugar beet culture from an agr¬ 
icultural standpoint may be said 
to be a profitable undertaking. 
There are however many other 
factors to be considered before 
reaching a decision as to the ad- 
visibality of establishing the 
beet sugar industry in any dist 
rict. A good yield of high qual¬ 
ity beets is only one of many 
that make for success or failure 
in this enterprise. 

Owing to the comparative 
newness of the industry only 
about 13000 acres are sown 
yiv i'lv with 3U000 in Ontario 
and 13000 in Albert'. Tliese ar¬ 
eas produce approximately IL0 
per cent of the total sugar con¬ 
sumed in Canada yearly and re- 
prosents a return of about three 
million dollars to the growers.
